A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 1 32) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. Trie personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Deveau contacted the Examiner to discuss the outstanding final 
rejection of the claims. He asserted that the Woo reference di dnot teach the claim to two annular channels as defined 
in claim 1 1 and depicted in Fig. 4. Upon reviewing the claim language, drawing and the reference, the Exainer agreed. 
While Woo teaches two cylinders, the reference fails to teach two annular channels with one in the rotor and configured 
for the fluid inlet and outlet as claimed. Mr. Deveau also asserted that the combination of Woo, Rolchigo and Wilson 
failed to teach or suggest the ratio of the penetration depth of the energy to the velocity of the boundary layer as 
specifically recited in claim 32. Upon reviewing the references, the Examiner agreed that while the creation of a 
boundary layer based on the Taylon number of the fluid was properly supported, the ration with the penetration depth 
of the energy to that layer was not. The Examiner pointed out that "the Taylor-Couette flow" in claim 18 lacked proer 
antecedent basis, which could be corrected by depending from claim 17, and that both the inner annular channel and 
the rotor were given the same number (405) in Fig. 4. It was agreed that the Examiner would make the appropriate 
corrections and then the case would be in condition for allowance.. 
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
